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BIRMINGHAM’S BOOM 


CAUSES BILL ARP TO SAY A WORD 
OR TWO. 


The Great Southern Boom Which Has Struck the 
City Causes Some Envious Chat From Chat- 
taucega~— People Nodding iu Hotel Chairs 
for Want of Bedroom, 5 Bte. 


Birmingham is a little addled, but I don't 
think she is crazy. Whatever she is her ped- 
ple are not to blame fer it. They didn’t do it. 
They are a good conservative people. The 
natives are not excited like the foreigners who 
arrive there on every train. They come so 
fast they can’t get rooms er beds at the hotels, 
and have to situp in chairs in the big office 
rooms and nod around until somebody vacates 
a roomortwo. They come to speculate, The 
great southern boom is on the town and the 
town is astonished. I see that the Chattanooga 
papersare very envious and predict a great 
collepse, and they blame Birmingham for set- 
ting a trap that will catch hundreds of credu- 
lous fools and ruin them and their families. 
But the progressive people of Chattanooga 
ought notto be envious, for there is room 
enough for her and fAtlantafand Birmingham 
and Sheffield too. Our Cartersville people are 
notenvious atall. Wehave great prospects, 
bright prospects, and are just quietly: waiting 
for the hoeom to strike us. Suburbs 
are the thing now, and we have 
got lots of suburbs. It is the suburbs 
of Birmingham that are on the boom. Land 
companies are formed every day or two that 
reach out from five to fifteen miles. Room— 
lots of room—is the thing. Longitude and lat- 
itnde is the most rwarketable commodity. They 
want room for these great iron plants that 
have to have many acres for each one. The day 
before I arrived there was a company formed 
witha purebase of 500 acres, three miles 
from town, and it was put on the market 
at five hundred thousand dollars 
and the first day the stock opened at fifty 
cents, and the next day it jumped to seventy- 
five, and I reckon it is at par by this time,. I 
met a young man of my acquaintance who had 
just bought a thousand dollars worth, and he 
told me confidentially that it would go upa 
hundred per cent. in thirty das and urged me 
to buy some stock immediately. lt was a mel- 
ancholy proposition, for I could not have 
bought a wheelbarrow full of the golden dirt. 
I told him confidentially that I did not bring 
my moncy with me. He said he could 
ariange that until I could send 
back for funds. Then 1 hadto tell him that 
the main trouble was 1 didn’t haveany at 
home. SolI eseaped the great temptation and 
Iam glad cfit. Ithink thatI could handle 
money made that way with safety, but it isa 
bed start for a young man to make, and so I 
don’t wish to set a bad example. If he is lucky 
in the venture, it will create a thirst and ma- 
nia for speculation, and willend in his ruin, 
Not one in ten can survive the perilous conta- 
gicy, Birmingham is amazed, and to some 
extent infected with the craze that 
the new comers have created. A good 
lady told me that while at church, on the 
Sabbath, she could hear whisperings behind 
her and they wereabout dollars, and corner 
lots. and before service began you could see 
men marking out plats upon the ground with 
their canes in front of the vestibule. Butstill, 
they worship as much as they can under the 
circumstances and I reckon they divide what 
they make with the Lord — | 
reckon they do. They have got 
some beautiful churches and their preachers 
look fat and contented. The Elyton Land 
company have dme marvelous’ things 
for Birmingham. They have not been 
speculative nor extortionate. The separate 
lots are put at prices that those who want 
homes can afiord to pay. They have ex- 
pended a vast amount of money in developing. 
They have built a splendid railroad, six miles 
long, that curves with the high lands and 
makes them accessible, It is called Highland 
aycuue, and the cars are moved rapidly by a 
dummy engine, They have a Jake, and a park, 
and flower gardens, and a -natatorium, 
and a beautiful building for a -summer 
restaurant and ealoons, and dancing parties, 
und a beer garden, and these iustitutions pay 
well they say, and addto the monthly divi- 
dends that are enriching the company. Dr. 
Caldwell, the president, was and 
kind and explained everything in a good Pres- 
byterian way—for he is an exemplary member 
oi that non-evoluting church. My good friend 
MojorCampbell Wallace, who is .a large stock- 
holder, dont know anything about these Pres- 
byterian evolutions of Dr. Caldwell, and per- 
haps 1 oughtent to tell him for fear he will re- 
fuse to receive his weekly dividends. “Where 
ignorance is bliss tis folly to be wise.” Bat, 
then, as Dr. Caidwell said, it is the corporation 
that is doing all these things, and corporations 
have no souls to be saved or lost. A good lady 
who sits near me making garments for the 
children says, “Well, I don’t know whether it 
is orthedex or not, but I think that I would risk 
a weck er.two of those dividends.” But the 
Elyton company is rather overshadowed now. 
Their unsold lands are on one side of the great 
end now ce mpanies have formed on othtr 
sides for miles and miles around. “Hew many 
people ere here now,” said I toa friend, “Oh, 
Idou t know,’ said he, “Anywhere from thirty- 
five tosixty thousand. They come so fast we can’t 
countthem. We count one hundred th: nsindif 
im aycarertwo. Theiren plants that arein 
operation and projected will be making two 
thousand tons a day im less than ‘twelve 
months. ‘Then there are the ro!ling mills and 
cotton presses and works and other 
veniurer, Oh, thistown issplid—solid. These 
wi'd speculations may some-

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lose money to 
bocy after while, but they can’t hurt the town. 
3ut our suburben lands are not near so high as 
they are in New York or Chicago.” 

Weil, 1 confess that I was surprised at the 
solidity of the town and the culture of her 
peopie. It wes a good sign to see the progress 
in her public buildings, her hotels and churches 
and charitable associations. Idid not expect 
to be welcomed by many to hear me lecture for 
I thought they were too busy to indulge in 
such pastimes, but | never stood up before a 
larger audience bor one that appeared to better 
advantage in those manners that indicate cul- 
ture and refinement. There wasfacta vacant 
scat in the hail and some few had to sit stand- 
ing. Of course was gratified 
and am prepared to defend Birmingham 
against the assaults of rival cities. She has 
simply cutgrown herself. Her streets and fire 
defences are away behind. Her charter limi s 
her tax to one per cent and this is wholly in- 
adequate 10 macadamize so many streets and 
perfect a system of thorough drainage. They 
ought to have a Jaw passed to allow them to 
isseuc.bonds aud let the future population help 
pay them when they mature. 

The boom that is on{Birmingham is a big thing 
for that city and its environs, but the signifi- 
cance of it in a political view is a much bigger 
thing for all the south. Itis northern capital 
that is building up our southern cities—Chat- 
tancoga is full of i¢ and Chattanooga has a 
great iuture—So, perhaps, has Sheffield Sand 
bloscnece Fand other towns.

Important Opinions,

WasHiNeToNn, December 18,—[Special.]—The 
opie never tire of seeing congress perform, 
it draws better than high tragedy, low comedy, 
the opera OT the ballet.

There was no chance for 
even the ordinary exhibition of congressional 
debate. for it was known that thore would be 
only a motion or two in the regular form, and 
the role, but this proceeding involved a clash 
of conflicting ideas on the great tariff question, 
he triumph or defeat of popular political 
It was understood that Mr. Morrison 
gould move at half afier one to go inte com- 
mittee of the whole to consider his tariff bill. 
HE GALLERIES WERE QUITE FULL

Four repeblicans and three democrats 
had declined to say toanybody how they in- 
tended to vote, and it is doubtfal if they had 
deteymined. While the members and specta- 
tors generally expected Mr. Morrison to main- 
tain his prestige of defeat, he had fully as many 
certain votes as Mr. Randall, and both of them 
were in the hands of the wavering members. 
PRELIMINARY BUSINESS. 
At1lo’clock the hitherto dull proceedings 
nlivened by the consideration of the bill 
to establish the territory of Oklahoma. The 
pill proposes to open to settlement the most 
valuable of the lands now held by the Indians. 
Ii is strongly supported by most of the western 
members, whose constituencies stand ready to 
swarm in and divide with the red man this 
rich heritage. The most active opponent of 
the bill on the committee on territories has been 
Mr. Barnes, of Georgia.

ACCEPTING THE CHALLENGE, 


The Knights of Labor and the Trades Fed- 
eration. 


CHICAGO, December 18.—It is announced to- 
day that district assembly No. 1755, mixed, of 
Knights of Labor, has declared war on the 
trades assembly and withdrawn its delegates, 
George Redgers, Robert{Nelson and John Foley. 
This is an acceptance in Chicago of the chal- 
lenge on the part of the federation of trades 
conference at Columbus against the knights, 
and the move is of more importance 
than is apparent at first 
when the fact is taken into consideration that 
Rodgers, Foley and Nelson have figured for a 
long time among the leaders of labor organiza- 
tions. They have been among the most active 
workers, and they have, with rare exceptions, 
been found antagonizing the element in the 
trades assembly, to whose councils they have 
always had the entree, and in which they have 
wielded material influence. Nelson has been a 
candidate for president of the assembly, but 
never succeeded in securing an election. 
George Rodgers is a member of the 
state executive and district assembly 24 
executive -board, and John Foley is also on 
executive boards of No. 24. 

The prominence of those gentlemen gives a 
tinge of sensationalism to the action of No. 
1755 in calling on them to withdraw from the 
trades assembly, and the meeting of the latter 
body tomorrow afternoon gives promise of 
being a lively one. 

1t is denied, in what ought to be authorita- 
tive circles, that Grand Master Workman Paw- 
derly’s order to the knights to withdraw their 
delegates from the trades assemblies had reach- 
ed here; but if it has not, it is asserted that it

RENTS COLLECTED WITHOUT THE 
GOVERNMENT'S KNOWLEDGE. 


Defiant Speeches Made by Paruellite Members of 
Perliament—The Spread of the Pian of Cam-~- 
paign Among the People-~The Officers 
Vighant—Other Foreign News, 


Dust, December 18,Summons to appear 
before the Dublin police court Wednesday noxt, 
to answer the general charge of conspiracy, was 
today served upon William O’Brien, John Dil- 
lon, William Redmond, Daniel C. Reilly, David 
Sheehby and Mathew Harris, all Parnellite 
members of parliament. The alleged conspir- 
acy to defraud consists in accepting, as trustees, 
for tenants, reduced rents refused by the land- 
lords. It begins to look asif the government 
had arranged to resist the “plan of campaign,” 
by arresting the trustees under it in every lo- 
cality wherein they accept the refused rents. 

A SHARP COLLECTION. 

During the past two days every shilling of 
rent owing by the tenants of the es- 
tates, at Lestewell, County Kerry, minns the 
amount of reduction, demanded by the tenants 
and refused by the landlords, has beer collect- 
ed under the planof campaign, and has been 
deposited with trustees, all unknown to the 
authorities. At a demonstration held last 
night in Kilrush, County Clare, in favor of the 
plan of campaign, Jeremiah Jordan, Parnellite 
member of the house of commons for West 
Clare, and Joseph Richard Cox, Parnellite 
member for East Clare, both defied the govern- 
ment to do its worst by arrests and coercion 
against the plan. These gentlemen openly de- 
clared that the plan of campaign would be 
relentlessly enforced against the large Vande- 
leur estates in the County Clare, upon which 
rents are due today. “We will bring 
Vandeleur to his senses tomorrow,”’. cried one 
of the orators, “by collecting his rents.” Mr. 
Kenny, member of parliament,~also spoke, 
and said the Vandeleurs had been murderers 
ever since 1846. Mr. Cox said that the Irish 
members of patliament now relied upon 
the people, who, united in one solid band from 
the Golden Gate of San Francisco tothe sea- 
board of New York, from the southern cross 
of Australia to the most northern port, were 
resolved to abolish the landlords and to gain 
home rule. This agitation, he claimed would 
crush coercion. With this powerful organiza- 

tion the Irish party saw the freedom of Ire- 
land before them in the immediate future. 

Mr. Jordan declared that the rent had for- 
merly been paid by remittances from America. 
The American people were resolved that no 
more of their money shoud go into the pock- 
ets of the Irish landlords. He exhorted the 
people to be firm, and urged them to only pay 
rents based on the yield of their holdings. 

THE VANDELEUR RENTS. 

Mr. Cox had a private conference today with 
the tenants on the Vandaleur estate, and ar- 
ranged a method to lodge the rents in the 
bands of private trustees, which the tenants are 
now doing. 

THE ANTI-RENT AGITATION PROCLAIMED. 

The eXecutive has formally proclaimed the 
anti-rent campaign. 

The Ross board of guardiaus, which was re- 
cently dissolved for placing a wing of the poor 
house at the national league’s disposal, and for 
giving special privileges to the evicted tenants, 
has held a meeting in defiance of the govern- 
ment and resolved that no rents be paid to the 
new board of guardians, and that the treasurer 
be ordered not to pay checks. A large number 
of Kerry moonlighters have been sentenced at 
Cork to eighteen month’s imprisonment. 

The proclaiming of the anti-rent campaign 
in Ireland is accepted by the leaders of the 
National league as a stepon the government's 
part towards the suppression of the league. 
The funds of the league have already been

seizure by the authori he ‘rent mon- 
eys deposited with the trustees 

secreted to guard them against government de- 
signs. 

The proclamation warns all persons that the 
inciting of tenants to pay or to withhold rents 
is an illegal act, and that the anti-rent move- 
ment, by whatever means carried out, is a con- 
spiraey, In addition, it says that ‘all moneys, 
receipts or documents given or received for 
the purpose of such conspiracy are liable to 
seizure, and that the persons in whose posses- 
sion the same are found shall be arrested, 

This sweeping measure is the production of 
Lord Ashbourne, the lord chancellor of Ireland, 
and assent to its promulgation was obtained at 
yesterday’s council, 

It is hoped that the English and Irish 
home-rulers will now rest until the meeting of 
parliament, when early action can be taken in 
opposition to evictions and to restrain the gov- 
erpment’s coercive activities. In the meantime, 
however, the unionist papers clamor fur the 
immediate suppression of the national league, 
and even demand that trial by jury be sus- 
pended in Ireland, if the juries refuse to con- 
viet the advocates of the anti-rent movement‘ 

It is reported that Joseph Chamberlain is 
consulting with the nationalist and radical 
unions on a proposal to support 
the demands of the Glaistone- 
ites for asuspension of eviction in Jreland for 
six months, atthe end of Jwhich time the ten- 
ants should offer a reasonable proportion of 
their rent. 

The yoarly report of the Irish land 
commission has been issued. It shows that the 
commissioner has granted an average redac- 
tion in the price of land of 24 percent. In 
Connaught the reduction amounted to 23 per 
cent,

Thestory of the only 

authenticated exploration of this spot is graph- 

ically told by Mr. Charles Pendleton, who, in 

company with Ben Yarborough, a local scout, 

and others, penetrated the thick jungle which 

which leads to the spot. His story runs thus: 
THE OASIS DESCRIBED. 


“Camp Casena,” as our party christened it, 
wee a dry knoll covering about an acre in the 
midst of a marsh extending for miles, appa- 
rently, north and south, and several miles east 
and west. It was nearer, as it turned out, to the 
cistern swampwood than to the western. Its 
center was perhaps eight feet above the level of 
the surrounding marsh, and it tapered off with 
graded precision to the water’s edge. A dwarfed 
cypress which capped its summit was immedi- 
ately surrounded by smaller ones, like court- 
iers around a prince; and next to these, widen- 
ing the circle, came the smaller casenas like 
thote of lesser rank. Then the gallberry and 
tyty tapered to the earth, forming the outer 
guard, armed with bamboo and shielded by 
creeping vines. The phalanx was so solid, the 
armament so perfect, that man nor beast could 
penetrate it, save by a hidden path, which, 


perhaps, nature had left for an ingress and 


egress to the fauna of that region; or, more 


likely, the more powerful bear had broken 


through to find a lair far from the haunts of 
man. ‘The whole, from the topmost cypress 
bow to the least tyty, was draped with gray 
moss, mingling with the nut brown leaves of 
autumn, the myrads of crimson casena berries 
and the evergreen tyty—presenting a pittur- 
esque cone perbaps nowhere else scen. Ata 
distance the effect is largely lost, and then, 
oddly enongh, one imagines he secs a circts 
tent spread upon the marsh; but if thereisa 
panther and a wild bear or two in it they are 
The marsh surrounding this queer 


four feet. Underneath the water the mud ya- 
ries in solubility, some places being extremely 
soft and dangerous to the pedestrian. But for 
bonnet roots and the thicker growth of maiden 
cape no man could cross it. The wonder is that 
anything but a webfoot ever did. 

CUTTING THROUGH. THE MARSH. 

Our party had cut their way through tryty, 
bamboo, and what not, for three days prior to 
the morning of entering the marsh, and at first 
it was somewhat of a relief to be able to trndge 
forward with a long view ahead withont having 
to fight and dodge through the entangled mass 
of undergrowth. The change brought rested 
muscles into action, and for a few hours we 
moved forward with greater rapidity than at 
any time since entering the swamp. The com- 
pass pointed the way, and that {brave band of

THE OKEFENOKEE CHINCH. 

We halted for lunch—hard ‘tack and bacon— 
but there was no place, as stated above, ‘to sit 
down and rest the weary feet. One poor fellow 
found a bonnet root near the surface of the wa- 


ter which he sat upon to. crush it and sink in ° 
the mud and water up to his neck, A young © 


man in the party whose spirits never flagged no 
matter how sore his feet were, sang out, “push 
along boys, keep moving; let’s eat when we 
reach yonder island.” But Dr. Little, the state 
geologist, who was with the party, insisted that 
we should stop, if only fora few minutes, and 
eat, for it would give us strength for the after- 
noen’s tramp. The wisdom of his suggestion 
was at once seen by all, and weate hurriedly 


from the scanty store in our packs, continually | 


shifting the weight from one foot to the other, 


and as often moving the released foot to prevent | 


its sinking too deep into the mud. Tt was not 
a feast of the gods; nor was it the picnicer’s 
luncheon beneath the ambient heath; nor yet 
the peaceful, restful repast of the farm hand, 
summoned at that hour by the rams-horn call, 
to his frugal meal. It was misery,and a long 
ways fromhome, While eating his rations, Joe, 
a colored axeman in the party, was stung by an 
“Okefenokee chinch,” as Uncle Ben Yarbo- 
rough called it, which had found its way to the 
inner folds of his pants. He startled us by bis 
sudden and terrific shriek, as he churned the 
mud and water in his frantic efforts to rid hiw- 
self of his lower garments. We thought an alli- 
gator had yanked him from beneath, or else a 
water moccasin had sunk its deadly fangs into 
his flesh. Uncle Ben alone understood what 
was the matter. Buteach of us, in tarn, and 
some of us often afterwards, learned from pain- 
ful experience what it meant to be stung by one 
of these black little bugs, which might be niis- 
taken fora mellow bug. The sting was quite 
as severe as that of a hornet, Our introduction 
to this pestilential insect just at this time did 
not add to the comfort of the situation, espec- 
ially when Uncle Ben was disposed to enlarge 
upon the frequency with which we were apt to 
encounter them “on ’tother side o’ the swamp.”’

We pressed on with hope and fear. We 
thought we could reach the little island, as it 
seemed to us, by nightfall, if no lake or impass- 
able water lay on our route; and who could tell 
what was a head in that despicable bow?

The legislature could make no 
greater mistake than to be penny wise and 
pound foolish on this subject.

It 
should be constantly borne in mind that 
persons convicted of violating the laws must 
be properly punished. In order that this may 
be done, the penitentiary should not be con- 
verted into a paradise.

Speculators tear down 
and build up fortunes in a day—they are 
rich today and poor tomorrow. When con- 
gress takes hold of the great questions 
involved with a firm determination to fix the 
tariff to suit the producers and a currency 
to suit the producers, we will have solid 
prosperity in the land, and not til) then.

Whooping Up the Moonshiners. 


The United States special collectors and spe- 
cial deputies have been making some vigorous 
movements on the men whorun illicit distilleries, 
Several successful raids were made day before yes- 
terday. Information was secretly conveyéd to the 
department that a man named Edward Denson 
owned and worked an illicit distillery near Locust 
Groye, and Deputy Collector W. T. Tremwell made 
araid upon it and seized one eighty-five gallon 
copper still, cap, and worm, and some three 
hundred gallons of beer. All except the 
cap was destroyed. Denson was {not captured 
having in some way got information that the raid 
was to be made, Another deputy collector, J. V. 
Haversan, made a capture of a fifty gallon still in 
Dawson may. All the paraphernalia of the es- 
tablishment,. including the copper win cap and 
worm, 1,200 gallons of beer, 14 stands and l5gallons 
of corn whisky, was destroyed. The still sas ope- 
rated by Lafayette Larman, who was caught aud 
brought before Commissioner Britton, who placed 


‘him under bond. 


Three men were brought. in from Habersham 
county, charged with running an illicit distillery. 
Their establishment was an unusually extensive 
one, containing a 125 gallon still and’ worm, 
5,000 gallons of beer, a mule and wagon, a number 
of saws. and other tools roachinery. 
The three men who were arrested in the 
still were Marion Holland, Harris Pope 
and W. W..Pope. -The two former were bound over 
and the latter wasdischarged. Thisraid was made 
by Deputies Colquitt, Tite, McDonald and Johnson. 
Four men who wete found at the still were arrest- 
ed, but subsequently turned loose for want of proof, 
The officers capttired the wagon and mule and 
placed them in charge of acountryman who was 
instructed to fakethem.to Atlanta. This.maun,with 
the turnout, remained over night near Waco, and 


the next morning he discovered that the mule had . 


been stolen. The moonshiners had followed him 
and recaptured their prize.. The revenue men 
went out again yesterday to move upon the illicit 
distilleries.

The recent snow was a sad occasion for the rab- 
bits Untold thousands of the little animals were 
slaughtered.

Speaking of the snow brings to mind a story told 
me the other day by “one ot Stonewal) Jackson’s 
men:”’ 

Just after the battle of Fredericksbure the bri- 
grade commanded by the gallant general, Clement 
A. Evans—now a devout disciple of the Prince of 
Peace—was In winter qnarters on the Rappahan-. 
nock river near Port Royal. 

A’snow storm came and snow fell to a depth of a 
foot. 

General Hoke, of North Carolina, whe was quar: 
tered near by with his brigade of three thousand 
men marched over and sent ward to General 
Evans that he must surrender or stand the conse. 
quence. Of course there was no surrender. The 
North Carolinians who were making the demand 
for surrender attacked the Georgians on the flank 
where the Thirty-First and Thirty-Eighth regi- 
ments chanced to be. The assault. was so unex- 
pected and the attacking forces were so well 
massed that they swept everything before them, 
going through the camps and having things their 
own way. When thé troops of General Hoke 
had pretty well routed General Evans, they struck 
the 13th Georgia, and had such a lively tussle that 
the rest of the Georgians {were encouraged, re- 
formed, charged the North Carolinians, and ac- 
complished a complete rout, driving them pell-mell 
through the snow to their winter quarters, three 
miles away. The Georgians withdrew, bat later in 
the day planned an attack on General Hoke’s 
camps, intending to bring away anything portable 
that could be captured. The Georgians were re- 
pulsed, however, without difficulty. as a good 
many of the oid soldiers refused to go on the raid, 
and General Hoke's forces outnumbered the forces 
of General Evans. 


In the retreat, the distinguished ‘‘ Bull’ Averitt, 
of the 3lst Georgia, fell into a gully fifteen feet 
deep, and couldn’t gét out. He tried to surrender 
but the North Carolinians informed him that they 
were not taking any prisoners that day. 

‘You Came after an oven!’ a Carolinian would 
exclaim; “here is a biscuit to put in it!’ and 
the anfortunate Bull would catch it in the eye or 
behind the ear. When Bull got back to camp he 
was without his hat. The two. battles taken 
together made the day’s fighting a draw. and on 
that each side rested. 

Between six and seven thousand mem were en- 
gaged in the snow balling. 
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In January ’64, while the confederate troops 
were in winterquarters at Dalton, there camea 
big snow storm and twenty thousand soldiers went 
into a regularly organized snow balling. 

On one side ofa branch was the parade ground 
ofthe Georgia and- South Carolina troops, and 
back of that the quarters. On the opposite side of 
the branch §wasSthe parade ground of the Ten- 
nesseeans and back of their parade ground were 
their quarters. 

The ground was frozen to a depth of five feet, the 
snow was a foot deep and no indication of melting. 

A day Was appointed for the snow battle. 

The Teninésseans marched out and formed a line 
of battle, their drums beating, bugles blowing, 
colors flying, and Officers mounted. 

Every soldier had a knapjsack fall of snow balls. 

The Georgians formed and prepared to make the 
attack by crossing the branch. 

There were ten thousand men on each 
the scene was very imposing. 

AS £oorras the Georgians crossed the branch they 
met & terrific fusilade from the Tennesscans who 
were at home in the snow. 

The commander of the Tentesseans, a hand- 
some fellow named Gordon, who was from Frank- 
lin, Tennessee, was captured, but a bold dash wa’ 
made by the Tennesseans, and he was rescued, 

The Georgians and South Carolinians being un- 
used tothe snow, were at a great disadvantage, 
and were forced back across the branch. As the 
Tennesseans crossed the branch they wet their 
snowballs, and the next volley fired at the Georgia 
and Carolina boys was terrible in its effect. Pres 
ing on, the Tennesstans captured the quarter’ 
and proceeded to loot the whole shebapg, carrying 
off rations, tobacco, pipes, and everything else that 
did not belong to the government. That snowball 
ing, In which twenty thousand men took part, was 
no doubt the biggest thing of the kind that ever 
occurred in Georgia, or will ever occur again.

HOW A BEAUT!

Atlanta on the Macon railroad, The train was . 


made up of ordinary box and catile cars, and 
was destined for Macon, The wounded, after 
having received such surgical aid as could be 
rencered at the field hospitals, were placed as 
thickly as possible on the bare floors of the 
cars, except in a few instances where the 
wounded man bad been fortunate enough to 
bring his blanket or gum cloth with him from 
theffield, in which case it had been placed ua- 
Ger him. In many _ instances, when 
the wounds were of a serious charac- 
ter, the soldier’s clothing had necessarily 
been cut away by the surgeons, who not hav- 
ing other garments to replace those clotted 
with blood and probably cut into strings, the sol~ 
dier was placed aboard the cars with only a shirt 
or a pair of drawerson, as he happened to be 
wounded in the lower or up- 
per limbs. This partial rudeness, 
however, instead of being a source of discom- 
fort, proved a blessing, as the weather waS Un- 
usvally hot. It enabled them to get the full 
benefit of the little breeze there was astir. 

I occupied a small space in one of the cattle 
cars. I had received a wound on the line 
that morning which necessitated the immediate 
amputation of aleg above the knee. I must 
have been unconscious at the time of being 
put aboard the train, as the first dis- 
tinct recollection I have was of being “shaken 
up,” as if by the starting of the train. I sha! 
never forget the scene upon which my eyes 
epened. A tallow candle at each end of the 
car threw a fitful and weird light over the 
ghastly spectacle. Men there were wounded 
in every conceivable way—some with shattered 
arms and legs: some with bloody stumps of 
limbs; some with gaping wounds in their 
trunks: others with torn and bandaged heads, 
and a!l with ghastly pain-distorted faces, and 
addeé io this the agonizing moans, prayers and 
cries for “water!” “water!” that rose above the 
din and rattle of the train, and it gave one an 
impression of the infernal regions, and I recall 
it now with a feeling of the greatest horror. 

In strange contrast to these ghastly sur- 
roundings, however, was the appearance of two 
female figures—an old or middle-aged lady and 
a young girl of fifteen or sixteen—who were 
seated on a box or trunk just between the doors 
in the center of the car. I remember a feeling 
of both surprise and joy at seeing them, al- 
though suffering tortures from my own wound 
atthe time. Where they came from or what 
was their destination are matters of conjec- 
ture, but I always supposed them to have been 
refugees from the storm of ghot and shell which 
Sherman's guns was hourly pouring upon the 
beautiful gate city. This train of wounded 
soldiers was doubiless the only means of trans- 

“portation offered them, and they accepted it 
rather than remain amid the dangers sur- 
rounding their home. They bore evi- 
dence of culture and refinement, and their 
bearing was that of well to do ladies. But 
there they sat, surrounded by a sight that 
would make the stoutest heart quail. No 
word passed between them and myself, but the 
old lady, turning her eyes in my direction, 


observed that a stream. ef blood was running. 


, Diy Cunded leg. A ligature had slipped 
from the main ariery,and death was only a 
guestion of a few minutes. A few hurried 
whispers were exchanged between the two, 
andijhen the young girl arose and came and 
knelt down beside me, and taking a handker- 
chief from her pocket tied it securely around 
the bleeding stump. This done, she took a 
parasol which she carried, and passing it under 
the handkerchief, twisted it until the flow of 
blood was completely checked. And thus she 
knelt throughout that long night, holding the 
parasol upon which depended a human life, 
while the train went along at what appeared a 
susil’s pace. The slowness of the train was 
afterwards accounted for by the proximity of 
General Straight’s cavalry raid. We reached 
Griffin at 4 a. m., and through the efforts of my 
girlish preserver, I was taken from the train 
and carried to the Catoosa hospital, where the 
refractory artery received immediate attention. 
Under the skillful treatment of the surgeons, 
and the kind nursing of the noble ladies of 
Griffin, I finally recovered. The ladies proba- 
bly continued their journey on the train, and 
from that day to this I have remained in igno- 
rance of the name or residence of my preserver. 
Not a word was exchanged between us. She 
seemed in no mood totalk;and I was too 
weak and too surely tortured by pain to utter 
anything save groans. But my eyes seemed 
riveticd during all the long hours on her deli- 
cate, aristocratic face, and I well remember the 
traces of deep sympathy that mingled with her 
maidenly blushes. 

Nearly a quarter of a century has passed 
since that terrible night; the old lady has 
probably been “gathered to her fathers,” and 
the young girl, if living. has. grown to bea 
woman of thirty-eight or forty—maybe a 
happy wife and mother. Time has doubtless 
obscured her recollections of the scenes 
and incidents of that night of horror; 
but the boy-soldier, whose life her noble 
action saved, still lives, and cherishes and 
blesses ber memory. Away in the inmost 
chamber of my heart isthe image of a sweet 
girlish face all covered with crimson blashes, 
and as often as miemory reverts to those days 
of carnage and blood, I utter a benediction for 
the little Georgia heroine.

TALKING ABOUT THE GEORGIA AWARDS. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter remarked to Captain R. 
J. Redding, assistant commissioner of agriculture, 
that the yields were very remarkable. 

Said Captain Redding in reply: 

‘ Many persons may be inclined to discredit the 
extraordinary yields reported to thecommittee who 
awarded the premiums offered by Messrs. Geo. W. 
Ecottd& Co., for the best yield of cotton on five acres, 
and one acre snag er yeblon In regard to the papers 
and certificates that were submitted it is proper to 
say that they were made out on printed blanks fur- 
nished by the above named firm, and in evéry case 
where a premium was awarded the estimates and 
certificates were strictly in accordance with the 
requirements and rules, In each case a committee 
of three persons, whose standing was certified by a 
justice of the peace or other judicial officer, 
avouched that they measured the land and super- 
intended the gathering and weighing of the cot- 
ton. The highest yield reported—several being 
very close together—the amount of lint cotton was 
about five bales per acre. Letussee what figures 
have tosay about the possibility of sucha yield. 
There are nowin the department of agriculture 
three stalksof cotton that haveon them, respect- 
ively 362, 250 and 230 perfect open bolls. This is an 
average of 280 perfect bolls. Assuming that 93 
such bolls would yield one pound of seed cotton, 
which is acwally less than the truth in the case of 
the three stalks alluded to, we have 3 pounds of 
seed cotion from each stalk, which is equal to one 
pound of lint. Onone acre 4.840such stalks may 


| one acre, or 
bales of 484 pounds each, net. 
is about twice as much as the highest yield report- 
ed. If, now, we cut down the supposed average 
product of each stalk, one-half. or double tbe dis- 
‘ tance of the rows, we still get the amount equal to 
the best of the acres reported. 

The results reported are certainly within the 
bounds of very reasonable posgjbility. Worthen 
made five bales on one acre, fifteen years azo. Why 
may not improved fertilizers, improved culture, 
and improved varieties of cotton equal—yea ex- 
ceed--Worthen’s crop?”’ 

Captain Redding added: ‘‘Colonel Scott’s prem- 
ums are making gold mines out of the red clay 
hills of Georgia. These contests are producing a 
wonderful amount of good. The results, however, 
show what good premiums will do. The returns 
given in some of the reports are simply remarka- 
ne, and will, when they dre read, astonish a great 
many peose. I was glad to see the satisfaction 
with which the contest passed off, and to hear re- 
marks like this from the contestants: ‘Look out for 
me next year, for I am coming at you again,’ ”’ 

COMMISSIONER HENDERSON, 

Hon. J. T. Henderson, commissioner of agricul- 
ture of Georgia, said: 

“Everything passed off smoothly, and all of the 
eontestants were satisfied. All that our committee 
had to do was to announce the awards upon state- 
ments made by the farmers, certified to by reliable 
ersons and sworn to before a justice of the peace. 
some of the contestants were as much astonished 
asthecommittee. The spirit of friendly rivalry 
being encouraged by Colonel Scott I think will be 
productive of much good. Everywhere the con- 
testants are becoming more numerous, aud farming 
in a better and more systematic form is on the in- 
crease. Colonel Scott is doing much to advance the
